Toronto, Dec. 9. — (Special) — In hie 
speech at the National Club banquet 
laat night, Hon. Edwark Blake express- 
ed general approval of the present policy 
of the Liberal party, and again stated 
his beli&C of the impracticability of look- 
ing for a reciprocal preference from Eng- 
land. As to our relations with the United 
States, he tniBted Canadians would do 
or eay nothing which would prevent ex- 
tended trade with our neighbors. 

Mr. Blake at some length diacuBsed 
tlie qaestioQ of Canadian defence. Great 
Britain, he said, had given heavier hos- 
tages to the world than any other 
nation, in her scattered territories, 
world-wide commerce and short food 
supply, and was under heavy bonds to 
keei) the petico. Canada was a hostage 
to the United Stales. 

Admitting for a moment the hateful 
supposition of a war with the States, 
how would we stand with our small 
army and the enormous territory of the 
United States. Such a war for England 
must be mainly naval. The utmost 
valor and endurance could not save Can- 
ada from military occupation, though, 
he did not believe that the temporary 
triumph of force over justice would lead 
Canadians to yield allegiance to their 
foes. 

But Canada was called on to do soino- 
thiuK more than hitherto towards de- 
fence. "What should the answer be? 
Our tionlribution, he thought, should be 
voluntary and relatively small. All, be 
tliotixht, would agree that there Bhould 
be Bouiething. 

He did not believe iu adding seriouely 
to appliances for aggressive war, but in 
a moderate expenditure iu the fortifica- 
tion of more important points, as yet un- 
defended, so aa to protect them against 
surprise by fast cruisers. 

Their protection against powerful 
fleets and forces must remain dependent 
on the command of the sea by tho Brltifih 
fleet. In this way, he thought Canada 
would be doing good for the Empire as a 
whole. 

Tho World, in discassing Mr. Blake's 
speech, says: "It was a dolofal and 
dispiriting tale conceived on an ultra- 
humanitarian peace at any price, tone of 
I Little Knglander, of a disbeliever in 
that great wave of imi>erial unity which 
is now sweeping over the Empire. 

■'Mr. Blake trod Via Doloroao with 
crai)e on his hat for the movement he 
liiinBolf inaugurated in Canada years ajjo 
in his Aurora speech. It was "Blake all 
over and Bhtke at hia worst; a ureat 
advocate; an advocate surpassed, we 
believe, by no other man who speaks our 
tongue; a man of highest mental pow- 
ers, but a man lacking in courage, grop- 
in the dark, a political wreck." 

BOSTON IS FRIENDLY. 

Hope of Enlarged Commercial Intercourse 
With Cunada Again Expressed. 

Bos ton, Dec. 0. — At a meeting of the 
Boston Merchants' AsHoeiation held yes- 
terday the following resolution was pass- 
ed: "The Boston Merchants' Associa- 
tion reaffirms the resolution unanimouBly 
adopted on Noveinlier 10, oxprcsfling its 
hope tlnit enlarKod coiiiinercift! Inter- 
course with the Dominion of Canada 
may result from tho negotiations now 
pending between the United States nnd 
Great Britain, and reiterates its firm 
belief that a speedy adjustment of all 
disputed questions between Canad.^ and 
the United States aud the Inauguration 
of a wise reciprocity of trade will con- 
duce to the greater prosperity of both 
nations. 

"In reaffirming this resolution, the 
board of directors of the Boston Mor- 
chnnts' Aesociation deaires to express its 
unanimous jiidginenl; that, for tho iuter- 
eet of the United StiUea and Canada 
alike, the construction of section by 
Attorney-General McKenna should stand 
as the fixed law of the land, as doubtless 
intended by those who framed the sec- 
tion." 



ALLAN LINER'S COLLISION. 

It Was the " siobUe " That tbe " Coreah " 
Strn^ In Hie Fog., , 

New Yonic, Dec. 8.— The Atlantic 
Transportation Line steamer Mobile, 
Captain Layland, which arrived this 
morning from London, had a collision 
with an unknown steamer on the banks 
of Newfoundland, at 2 o'clock last Sun 
day morning, during a thick fog. There 
Is no doubt that the other steamer was 
the Allan Liner Oorean, which 
put into Halifax yesterday, bound 
from New York for Glasgow, with her 
bow damaged, above, the water 
line, and which reported having been in 
collision with an unknown steamer at 
about the same locality and time. The 
Mobile had five plates damaged on her 
port bow, but, fortunately, above the 
water lino. The other simmer backed 
away after the collision, and was heard 
repeatedly blowing her whistle during 
the prevailing fog. The Mobile had on 
board 59 Baloon pasaengers and 19 re 
turning cattlemen, besides a cargo of 
Montreal merchandise. 



SPAIN NOT AFRAID. 

Sagasta Takes Comfort From European 
Comment on President McKlnley's 
Message. 

MADRtD, Dec, 9. — At a cabinet council 
to-day, at which the Queen Eegent pre- 
sided, the premier, Senor Sagaata, out- 
lined the opinions of the European press 
regarding President McKlnley's message 
to congress, the majority of which, the 
premier said, wore favorable to Spain. 
He further declared that in the event of 
the United States wishing to intervene 
in Cuba, it would find the government 
prepared to defend the rights and honor 
of Spain. Keferring to the military oper- 
ations iu Cuba, the premier informed 
the cabinet that the roBults obtained 
were eatlBfactory. 

PAST FRENCH STEAMERS. 

Snbsidy Renewed on Condition of Improved 
Service by Home DlBde Vessels. 

London, Dec. 9.— A special dispatch 
from Havre, France, says: "The bill 
for tho renewal of the annual subsidy of 
.$200,000 for the Compagnie Generale 
TrcnEatlautique for the American mail 
service, which exjjireB In 1901, stipulates 
that three new ateamors are to be com- 
menced In France and to be capable of 
making 22 knots. If the speed is below 
21.25 tliey can be refused, and if between 
21.25 and 22 they can be penalized for 
every one-tenth knot. Premiums which 
reach £72,000 will be granted for speed 
above the contoaot."

CANADIAN TRADE. ' ' 

A Cheerful Report From Toronto In thei 
Weekly Review. . , 

Toronto, Deo. 9.— R. G. Dun & Col's 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
says : Wholesale trade at Toronto con- 
tinues much the same. The movement 
is larger than usual at this time of year, 
but for the next two weeks general bus- 
iness is likely to slacken. Stock taking 
Is engaging the attention of some of the 
merchants, and until the end of the year 
it will be pretty general. Heavy lines of 
dry goods, furs, etc., are In good demand. 
Groceries are fairly active, with dried 
fruitsselling freely. Prices all around are 
firm, and payments are encouraging. 
Sugars are a fraction higher. The nnm- 
ber of failures was small, and the gen- 
eral feeling is one of confidence. 

There is still a large export demand for 
grain, chiefly wheat and oats. Shippers 
are very busy and there seems to be 
little let up to cable orders. Money is 
In good demand but unchanged. Many 
of our banka are employing their sur- 
plus funds in largo United States cities, 
where the demand for money is briak. 
Prime commercial paper la discounted in 
Toronto at six per cent, and call loans 
are quoted at four per cent. New York 
drafts are firmer than for some time. 
The Bank of England discount rate is- 
unchanged and the open market rates 
are firm. Canadian stocks are fairly 
active and strong as a rule. Toronto 
Electric Cable and Grand Trunk securi- 
ties are higher. Failures for the week 
were 29, against 43 for the same week of 
last year.

A NEVADA HOBROE. 

Caiton Shocked by a Midnight Lynching, of 
Which the SherifT Was an UnwiUlng 
Spectator. 

Carson, Deo. 9. — One of the most hor- 
rible lynchiuga ever known in Nevada 
occurred at Genoa, fourteen miles from 
here at 2 o'clock thia morning, 
Aram Uber, who laat week shot 
and killed Hans Anderaon in 
a Millerville saloon, was hanged 
by a mob of masked men to a cotton- 
wood tree half a mile distant from the 
jail. When taken from hia cell the vic- 
tim had nothing on but a shirt. This 
was torn off by the lynchers, and the 
nude body left dangling in the air for six 
hours. As the body was being pulled up 
the mob riddled it with bullets. When 
satisfied that tbe man waa dead/ the vig- 
ilantes disperBed and retained to their 
homes. 

At the hoar above mentioned the 
leader of the mob presented himaelf at a 
aide window of the county jail and, call- 
ini; to Sherifl' Brocklias, stated that tlio 
Giirdnerville constable had arrived with 
a prisoner he wished to have locked up.

He cried for mercy, but waa 
silenced with a gag and being bound, 
was dragged through the streets out of 
the city to a place half a mile distant, 
where the crowd baited. The sherifi'and 
constable were force'd to accompany the 
inob, and. still under a strong gaard, 
watched the execution. 

The prisoner was in a fair way of re- 
ceiving trial and punishment for the 
crime he committeu. The preliminary 
examination waa held laat week, and the 
grand jury had found an indictment,

i many calla in the way of charitv and 
' other public contributions. Mayor 
Templeton. has appareutly made himaelt 
rather atrong',,«ath the churches and 
temperance vote by his attitude 
o! opposition to the music ball 
echoine, the advocates of which, though 
([uietly working to secure nldermauic 
uominatioaB if possible, are not numer- 
ically strong on the voters' list.

TEE NEEDS OF KOOTENAY. 

: The Eotoland Miner very properly 
Bays that one of the most important 
matters to be considered by the govern 
ment is what shall be done to meet the 
requirements of KootGiiay in the matter 
of highways. This is scarcely seco id in 
urgency to the matter of railway trans- 
portation. We gather from what our 
cdhtemporary says that there is a very 
conaiderable area, not far from Rosa- 
land, to which it is not likely that rail 
way connection will bo extended, but 
where there are valuable mines that 
would become shippers if highways were 
built. This is very interesting, and we 

. think it would be well if the Miner, with 
its usual enterprise, would go further 
into details and ^ap out in a general 
way what it thinks ought to be done. 
No doubt, when the legislature meets, 
Messrs. Kellie and Hume will ho pre- 
pared .to lay Ijefore the house a full 

. Statement of. what is needed ; but it 
would help the government to arrive at 
an estimate of what Is required, and 
hence of what can be donejthia year, if 
the Miner would take thecbnraewe have 
suggested. 

There can be no question as to the 
desirability of everything possible being 

■ done to promote mining development 
. around Rossland. We are confident 

that the government's only desire will 
be to meet the wishes of the people to 
the greatest extent poesible, consistent, 
of course, with other demands upon the 
revenue. The people of Rossland have 
never -Bhowo any disposition to be ex 
treme in their demands, and this of itself 
will lead the province to view with favor 
anything that they may now ask. Ab 
the same time it must be kept in mind 
that Rossland ia not all Kootenay, and 
that Kootenay ia not all British Colum- 
bia. "We concede the strength of Koot- 
enay 's claim for liberal consideration at 
the hands of the government and legia; 
latnre, and admit that the subject of 
local improvements in aid ol mining dO' 
velopment must not be approached in a 
picayunish spirit. There must be no 
quibbling about the taxes paid in the 
district where the expenditures are 
needed. What ia done to build up one 
part of the province will benefit, either 
directly or indirectly, every part of it, 
' and the coat should be borne by every 
part without regard to local contribution 
It may be that there are portions of 
the province requiring large expendi- 
ture which, as was the case with Koote- 
nay, cannot at present show that they 
pay correspondingly into the revenue; 
but this is no argument against snch ex- 
penditure. No doubt there are other 
localities besides that surrounding 
Rossland where a wise expenditure on 
highways would add vastly to the 
value and productiveness of properties. 
We repeat that such localities must be 
treated as liberally aa the revenue of the 
province will permit. The Colonist is 
prepared to go very far in the advocacy 
of plans for the opening of the country 
by hishways afi v. cU aa railwayE. In- 
deed in the discussion of the subject, the 

■ first question with this paper will al- 
ways be : What is the merit of the pro- 
posed outlay? If it has merit, the efibrt 
of the government and the l^islaturo 
must be, we aobmit, to discover ways 
and means of making it. 

We should like to see contemporaries 
in all sections oi the jirovincu take an 
opportunity, before tlio legislature meets 
and the plans of the government 
are matured, to present their 
.viewB as to what should bo 
done in the way ot aflbrding 
transportation facilities to the mining 
districts. Wo mean now Bj)eciQc propo- 
sitions. Xo work could be more useful. 
Wo do not caro how diligent the mem 
hers of the administration may be, it is 
impossible for .them;, to everything 
that needs to be donei. We do not care 
how. active, zepreBentativea may be in 
the interests of theirconstituencies, they 
cannot take the place of intelligent 
newspaper discuaaion of such mattera 
Any single individual ia likely to be 
more or less swayed by preconceived 
ideas, but when a local improvement is 
freely diacussed in the local papers, the 
real merits are likely io be' got at. 

We are glad to see the Miner lead in 
demands for Kootenay, sind £tope its ex- 
ample will be followed in all parts of the 
province,'- -The newspapers should let 
the government and the people general- 
ly know what the several locnlilies need, 
lu that way some idea can bo formed of 
rhow/piuoh the legislature oaght to be 
to :expend in these works next 
'n^r.yiTe repeat that the Oolonibt 



judicious expenditure. The province has 
reached that stage when its requirements 
can be ascertained with an approach to 
exactness, and its credit is good enongh 
to get all the money it wants for legiti- 
mate objects. 

THE TARIFF AND POLITICS. 

There is snme diecusaion in the East- 
ern provinces over a proposition to make 
the present tarifl' a fixture for ten years 
and to adopt a settled policy of only 
making tarifl" changes every decade. We 
do not think much of such a plan, and 
for two reasons. One is that it would 
bind no one, for the aamo parliament 
that agreed to it could the next day alter 
it. In the next place, if it could 
be done; it would be unwise to 
tie the hands of parliament in such 
a manner. -If the tariff is to be taken 
out of politics, the way to do it might be 
to appoint a permanent tarifl' Vioard of, 
say, three men, who sliall hold otBce un- 
til removed for cause, as the judges do. 
This commission ought to be perman- 
ently in session and be charged with the 
duty of collecting all manner of informa- 
tion bearing upon commerce. It ought 
to submit a report to parliament annual- 
ly, recommending any necessary changea 
in the tariff. Thia is as fur aa a self- 
governing people ought to bo willing to 
go, for to surrender to any one the law 
making power ia not in keeping with our 
institutions. Such a commission would, 
in a sense, take the tariff but of politics 
because it would give parliament the 
opinion of experts to guide it. The gov 
ernmcnt of tlie day would be very glai 
to be relieved of the responsibility of tar^ 
iff changes. Of course aa so large a pro- 
portion of our revenue is from customs 
duea, it would be necessary for the Fin- 
ance Minister to be always in touch with 
the commission. We make the above 
suggestions aa a practical contribu- 
tion to an interesting discussion, but 
in BO doing make no claim that thia 
or any other plan that can be suggested 
will wholly remove the tariff from the 
political arena. Wo think that the aug- 
gpated commission would meaaurably 
have that effect at the very outset, and 
as time wont on and the people grew ac- 
customed to regarding tariff questions as 
properly for exports, and only indirec 1\' 
for politicians to deal with, the evil ui 
political tariffs would soon be overcome. 



atorial appointment, and we have seen 
some signs that when it cornea to filling 
up vacant judgeships there is likely to 
be music in the air. Our Liberal 
friends are becoming rapidly undeceived 
as to the charm of being government j 
supporters.

TnK Post-Intelligencer thinka that the 
bed of the Yukon is likely to be rich in 
gold where it flows throngh Alaska. Its 
reason for this opinion is that as yet no 
verytBatisfactory reports have been re- 
ceived from prospectors who have been 
on the rivers flowing into that part of 
the Yukon. If; thinks that the quartz 
leads, which are the source of the gold 
in the Canadian etreams, probably ex- 
tend west of the 14Iat meridian, but that 
the Alaskan streama being shorter and 
more rapid than those in Canada, the 
gold is carried down into the mainriver^ 
The proposition eeems to be a reason- 
able one; but we do not think it can be 
fairly said that the Alaskan districts 
have yet been at all exhaustively pros- 
pected. Mr. Ogilvie expressed very 
much the same opinion as the 
Post-Intelligencer does aa to the 
continuity of the quartz belt. Judging 
from the general geographical features of 
the country, it seems more than likely 
that the principal placers and the great- 
est (juartz leads will bo found in the 
Canadian Northwest; but it does not 
follow from this that very valuable 
ground may not be opened in Alaska. 
Aa to the richness of the bed of the Yu- 
kon itself, wo think this is beyond a 
doubt, but there is an enormous area to 
bo exploited, and tlie finding of the rich 
deposits will bo largely a matter of 
chance. But that is true of all mining, 
and an extra risk of failnre will only be 
an incentive to exploration. 



The Boundary Creek Times wants a 
now representative for the South East 
Yale. The argument, which it adducea, 
is one of the strongest possible against a 
general redistribution measure at the 
present time. It is inevitable that, at 
the rate the population of the province 
is increasing and the manner in whieii 
new localities are being occupied, there 
must be inequalities of repreb'ontation 
for years to come. About all any gov- 
ernment can do is to meet urgent cases 
as they arise, and when it appears that 
a locality ought to have more represen- 
tation, to ask tho legislature to 
cou.sent to the increase. Such changes 
need not necessarily be made 
only on the eve of an election. We 
may add that we do not know whether 
thia view of the matter will meet the ap- 
proval of the government; but as the 
members of, that body are reasonable 
men, we fancy it will. 

We suppose that what a paper pub- 
lishes becomes public property, and 
hence any other paper is at liberty to 

copy its matter without credit. Never- 
theleas, seeing that the Colonist pays a 
correspondent at Ottawa to send it ai)ec- 
ial telegrams, and pays for the tele- 
grams, it would not be altogether unrea- 
sonable for the Times, which copies them 
verbatim, to occasionally, say once in 
Bis months, leave on tho lino which 
shows their origin. Possibly our con- 
t(?mporary is not doing a credit buainess. 
We do hot caro very much anyhow ; but 
ap ihe Times reads us a lesson on vari 
ond Bubjpcta, every evening almost, wo 
mention tliis little matter in passing. 

Tino Colonist chronicles with deep 
regret tho death of Mra. Prior, wife of 
the Hon. E. G. Prior. Tho deceased 
lady enjoyed the warm esteem of a 
very large circle, A good wife and 
mothe'r, kind of heart, gentle in manner 
and charitable in her judgments, she 
made friends wherever she made 
quaiutances. The memory ot her good 
works will survive her. Col. Prior and 
her children have the deep sympathy of 
the people, not only of Victoria, but of 
the whole province. 

It ia aaid that thirty-five members of 
the United States senate will vote 
■against the annexation of Hawaii. As a 
two-thirds vote is needed to confirm the 
treaty, this ia four more votes than are 
reciuired for the defeat of the measure. 
It ia auggeated that if the treaty faila, 
annexation can be carried by joint 
resolution; but thia is more than doubt- 
ful, because tlie opposition could prob- 
ably talk the matter out.

The Cop- 
per river route in is an unknown quan- 
tity. All other routes are through Can- 
ada. Will tlie Ledger approve of the 
suggestion that Canada shall exact as 
the price of transit ol United States 
goods across her own territory, the right 
to ship Canadian goods into Alaska 
without duty being paid on them? This 
is the sort of demand that haa been made 
upon Canada in regard to tho right of 
transit over a narrow strip of land in 
possession of the United States, but the 
title to which haa not been settled.

SEALSKINS ADVANCE. 

Better Prices Obtained in ttae London Mar- 
ket lor 1897 Pelts Than tSgS Skins. 

Sealing men yesterday received 
through their agents very interesting 
cablearaphic intelligence of the big fall 
sale of furs conducted by Lampson & Co., 
of London. Tho news that eealskiue had 
advanced was cheering, but not greatly 
so, for in the prices obtained last 
year it was generally conceded 
zero liad been reached. Conseciuently a 
substantial increases would alone com- 
pensate sealers for this year's operations. 
That such has only partially been ob- 
tained is explained in the mood yester- 
day of the sealing fraternity. In the 
first message which R. P. Ritlict c*c 
Co., Ltd., received concerning tho 
Lampson sales it was learned that 
one lot of skins went for a little 
over 32 shillings, while another 
sold for -10 shillings; but supplementing 
this somewhat encouraging dispatch 
came advices that there was no advance 
on Alaskan pelts over the figures ob- 
tained last autumn. Some of the ckins 
which the company was largely inter- 
ested in were those of the catches of tho 
schooners Agnes Jlacdonald, Dora Sie- 
werd and Umbrina. Robt. Ward iS: Co., 
Ltd., was another firm advised of the 
the sales. One of this company's dis- 
jiatches read that the best Behring Sea 
skins sold for 46 ehillines, or about ? 11 ; 
that the beat Copper island skins went 
for 'l-l shillings, and that the best Ja))an- 
ese coast pelts sold for 12 shillings. 

Sealers, while only now realizini; the 
prices of this year's catches, are projjar- 
ing lor 1S03, and it is more than prol)- 
able that January as usual, will see a big 
fleet of schooners away to the hunting. 
Tho Boscowitz fleet of five is preparing 
to leave soon, and the 0. D. Rand is to 
be bauletl on Turpel's ways for an over 
haul to-day. Captain Searle, her skip 
per, has already secured a crow of Ciuat' 
sino Indians for his cruise. 



John Hepburn, who left Victoria in'^ 
J uly to build a tramway round the White 
Horse rapid, returned home yesterday. 

He was a passenger by the Rosalie from 
Skagway and came down from Nanaimo 
on the noonday train. Speaking of his 
summer's work, Mr. Hepburn said that 
he had the right of way blasted, the 
roadbed graddd and ties laid for the 
tramway between the White Horse and 
Miles Canyon, a distance of three miles. 
Now he has returned to Victoria to get 
horses and tho wheels and axles for the 
cars. The bodies of the vehicles for the 
tramway will be built on the spot to save 
transportation. With his tramway Mr. 
Hepburn states that be will be 
able to transfer a boat of three or 
four tons, withal! supplies, and set it in 
the river below the rapids in the short 
space of two hours. The cost of this will 
only be about one cent a pound. 

Mr. Hepburn reports that fully a thou 
sand people are camped along tho trail 
between Skagway and Dawson City, and 
many of tbem likely to remain so for the 
winter. When ho came out, on the 23rd 
of November, twenty miles of the river 
between tlie White Horeo and Lake Ben- 
nett was frozen up, but the lower end of 
Lake Bennett was not then frozen. The 
cold at Tagish was intense, even as low 
as 43 to 43 below zero. Tho Mounted 
Police are very comfortably housed at 
Tagish, Mr. Hepburn says, and show 
themselves very accommodating to peo- 
ple passing through. 

Mr. Hepburn spoke of the dangers 
that would he avoided by the use of a 
tramway round tho White Horse and in- 
stanced tho accidents that had occurred 
in tberapidsduring the past few months. 
Mr. Hepburn it will be remembered, 
himself, narrowly escaped drowning. 
He nud two other men were going down 
the rapids in a boat, when they were 
capsized, one man named Anthony being 
drowned. Mr. Hepburn managed to 
get hold of a bundle of clothing and was 
thrown with it into shallow water while 
the third man claug to the boat and was 
finally rescued by some of the mounted 
police who happened to be at hand. 

There was a second fatal accident, 
news of which already has reached Vic- 
toria. In this instance five or six men 
in a boat were drowned in the rapida, 
but no one has ever learned the names 
or the exact number of the party. A 
number of other boats were partially 
wrecked, Mr. Hepburn states, but no 
more people were drowned. 

Angus Macrae, an old Cariboo man, 
who has been working at the tramway, 
came out with Mr. Hepburn. The 
wagon road at Skagway ia progressing 
well, Mr. Hepburn says, and the people 
making it expect to have the road to 
Lake Bennett completed in 45 days.

DIOCESAN SYNOD. 

A Motion to Admit Women as Vestry Mem- 
bers Voted Down on a Close 
Division. 



The Diocesan Synod yesterday finished 
their labors and adjourned early, the de- 
liberations being chiefly on routine busi- 
ness and the adoption of reports. There 
was one topic of discuBsion in the fore- 
noon of interest to the ladies. This was 
a motion of Mr. P. H. Marshall of Wel- 
lington to change section 4 of the canon 
on parochial organization to allow of 
ladies to become membora of the veatr. . 
He proposed that the section be amended 
to read : 

■i. Every member of the church, being 
of full age, antl who shall have sub- 
scribed a declaration in the churchwar- 
den's book that he or she is a member of 
the Church of England or Anglican 
church, one month previous to the act- 
ing hereafter mentioned, and whose 
name is not on the electoral roll of any 
other congregation, is entitled to act as 
parishioner or member of the vestry. 

Rev. Mr. Cooper, Rev, Mr. Ellison 
and Mr. W. H. Ilayward spoke in favor 
of the amendment, and they and a num- 
ber of other delegates believed that the 
change would be a good thing for the 
rural districts. 

On the other hand, Sir Henry Crease, 
Rev. W. D. Barber, Moesrs. W. Ridg- 
way Wilson and Archer Martin spoke 
against the proposed amendment, their 
ground being principally that the time 
was not yet ripe for such a change, and 
especially in the absence of any formal 
expression by women asking for it. 

Upon tho vote being taken the amend- 
ment was loat, 13 voting for the change 
and 15 against it. 

Early in tho afternoon the synod 
closed and in the evening the members 
attended a conversazione in their honor 
at Angela (jollege. Tliis was a very 
pleasant affair, a number of ladies and 
gentlemen adding to the enjoyment with 
singing and music.

Their Annnal Dinuer at 
the Occidental. 



Speeches liefer to Triumiibs el" the 
fast aud Roves ifor the 
Future. 



It is very often customary to shako 
one's head and mournfully deplore that 
the old-tiuiui B are gradually dropping off, 
But last night a view of the hale, hearty 
old fellows sitting around the board at 
the Pioneer Society's annual dinner was 
enouKh to change that opinion. Poaaibly 
it la that the Klondyke excitement has 
been too much for the old miners, and 
when they heard of the big strikes being 
made up in the North they came to the 
conclusion that it waa a cold day when 
a British Columbia pioneer was not in 
it. And BO they have braced up 
and mean to have their share. Cer- 
tainly there were plenty of rugged, 
hearty-looking old men among the 
guests at the hospitable table of the 
Occidental, and while there were, too, 
many of the younger men of Victoria, 
the old folk hold their own, and were as 
jolly as the youngest of the party. Kven 
old " Bob Ridley," as the pioneers all'ec- 
tionately call the veteran member of the 
society, seemed to renew his youth, and 
took part in the proceedings with a vim. 

It was the twenty-second annual din- 
ner of the aociety and when the guests 
were seated, the evening opened up in 
jolly style as becomes a pioneer gattier- 
ing and without formality or stiflness. 
The president, Mr. Noah Shakespeare, 
was in the place of honor, witli Lieuton 
ant-Governor Mclnnea at his rigiit unci 
Hon. Abraham Smith, United States 
conaal, on his left. Hon. J, H. Turner, 
Premier of British Columbia, Thoa. 
Earle, M.P., and Mayor Redfern, Rev. 
Percival Jenna and Senator William 
Templeman were at the head table, 
while around the board were many of 
the prominent men of the city, everyone 
enjoying himself lieartily. It was amus- 
ing in the extreme to hear old, gray 
headed men, knowing well they were 
among friends only, telling of their 
youthful pranks. During dinner good 
old fashioned music waa discouraed by a 
violinist and pianist. 

The dinner was really excellent, 
variety and cooking, and served in good 
style ; while the tables looked very 
pretty, decorated with potted plants- 
chrysanthemums and cinerarias prin 
cipally. 

Dinner over, President Shakespeare 
opened the toast list by proposing *' The 
Queen," wliich waa drunk with loyal 
honors to the singing of the National 
Anthem. Then came the " Prince of 
Wales and Royal Family " to the music 
of " God Bless the Prince of Wales." 

The President proposed the President 
of the United States in a neat little 
speech brimming with good will and 
friendliness for Canada's neighbor to 
the south. United States Consul Smith 
responded happily. He did not feel 
among Btrangers here, he aaid, for the 
people of the United States and those of 
the British Empire were of one kin. He 
paid a high compliment to the Empire, 
saying that while Britain's Em 
pire grew Americana bid it God 
speed, for they knew that with its 
growth went tolerance and freedom 
He spoke of the life of President Me 
Kinley, and told of his rise from ob 
acority by degrees to the high office he 
now holds. McKinley waa, be aaid, for 
arbitration, and he predicted that all the 
little disputes between the two countries 
would be settled by arbitration. Like 
two individuals, they would be better 
friends than ever when all their little 
dillereuces were made an end of. 

The Governor-General, proposed by 
Mr. "Jock " Robertson, waa drunk with 
standing honors. 

Mayor Redfern, who proposed the 
toast of the Lieutenant-Governor, pro 
nounced it, amid applause, the toast of 
the evening, and congratulated His Hon 
or on his elevation to the high office he 
holds. The Mayor referred to the fact 
that, with one exception, all the Lieuten- 
ant-Governors of British Columbia, the 
present one included, were pioneers. 

The Lieutenant-Governor was at a 
loss, he said, to adtijuately express his 
appreciation of the enthusiastic recep- 
tion of the toast. He paid a pleasant 
tributa to his predecessor, and remarked 
that wliile he waa not one of the early 
pionuera, he was not a chee chako. He 
expressed his high appreciation of the 
men who, in the early timee, had come 
to British Cohunljia. and ohsorved that 
if the pioneors could amend the by-laws 
so that a :i;an wlio liad only been here 
liv.iiitj'-fonr yearH could join their 
society, he would certainly beconne 
a member. He believed that the next 
five yeara would show more progress 
in British Columbia than the last quar- 
ter of a century, and he sincerely trusted 
that those with whom he would he as- 
flociated during his term of odice would 
advise tiiiu in the best interests of the 
province to take advantage of the good 
times that had now come. He was 
pleased to hear the kindly evpreBsions 
by the representative of the United 
iStates, and hoped that gentleman would 
do his best to induce the government of 
itho United States to come to some settle- 
ment of the boundary question, as on 
the other hand ho was sure that the 
Provincial, Dominion and Imperial gov- 
ernments would do their best to reach 
'an amicable settlement. (Applause.) 

An Irish song with Mr. Flint's best

"firitish Columbia," waa proposed 
by Mr. J. Clearihue, who traced the 
growth of this province and the develop- 
ment of its vast resources, and told how 
the proud position British Columbia 
now held was due in the first place to 
the ed'orts of the pioneers, 

Senator Templeman responded grace- 
fully to the toast. The eyes of the Anglo- 
Saxon world were to-day turned on thia 
northwest portion of the Dominion com- 
prising British Golatnbia and the North- 
west Territories. Here were the greatest 
areas of mineral on the continent, and 
within the next twenty years they would 
bo opened up to a great extent. In agri- 
culture, in lishorieB, in. timber, British 
Columbia had wohderfaI:;-'.reBourcefl. 
(Applause, ) '. ■ „ 

One of the old pioneers, Mr. Tom . , 

FleWin, sang " Just Forty Years Ago," such a course of procedure is not without 
recalling the long ago. I precedent., Enemiea of the government 



and Local Government," was proposed 
by Mr. J. B. Lovell, who in doing so 
took occasion to express regret at the sad 
event that prevented Hon. E; Prioj 
from being present a8> aBiial .^ at. ; the 
banquet. 

Senator Templeman repliedt^^ior the 
Senate and jokingly referred to 'himself 

as a chee clinko Senator. There was a 
limp wtiiiii he and others had criticised 
the Senate as a place for played out poli- 
ticians, Ijiit events luid transpired in tlie 
last few WBrikd tiiai bad aoiuewiiat 
changed his views. (Liughter.) When a 
fello«¥ got beaten a few times it waa a 
good place to go to. (Laughter. ) Speak- 
ing seriously, he said that he did not 
forget that he was chosen to replace a 
Mainland senator and while he woald 
not forgot that nominally he represent- 
ed Westminster district, he waa broad- 
minded enough to know that his duty 
waa to do his beat for the whole of the 
])rovinco of British Columbia, (Ap- 
plause. ■) 

Thomas l^arle, ILP , responded for 
the House of OommouB and took the op- 
portunity of congratulating the Lieuteu- 
ant-Governor on his elevation to the 
highest position in the province. He 
spoke with regret of Hon. E. G. Prior's 
absence and was sure that gentleman 
had the eympatliy of all present. (Hear, 
hear). He was sure too that while the 
members o( the house might diller in 
their politics, they all had the good of 
the country ac heart. He laiighimrly 
said that he was glad to see that Sen- 
ator Templeman had changed hia ideas 
as to the usefulness of the Senate, but 
he assured that gantleman if the present 
government saw their way to reform the 
Senate so that it wotild be as responsi- 
ble to the people as the Commons they 
would have his support. 

Col. Uonivillo, M.P., who had entered 
the room during dinner, also responded 
tor the Hoase of Commons in a very 
bright speech and in referring to British 
Columbia's vast posaibilitiea, foretold a 
clorioua future for this province. If the 
West progreesed as he believed it would 
progress, the people of the East would 
not auQer one cent of taxation for the 
development of the West. He did not 
believe that if the Provincial government 
waa backed up by the Dominion govern- 
ment tliere would bo any limit to the 
development of Britiah Columbia. Ho 
paid a compliment to the press which 
waa doing all it could to advertise the 
country and also said that he had been 
able to get in the office of the British 
Columbia agent-general at London, in- 
formation which the Dominion otliuea in 
London were unable to supply. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, in responding for 
the provincial government, said it waa 
the government's duty to do all it could 
towards promoting the interests of the 
province. Speaking for both aides of the 
legialature, he thought every memb>r 
(lid hia best, according' to hia views, f n 
British Colnmbia. They had come to a 
very important period in the history of 
British Columbia. He said the great in- 
crease in the revenue came from the 
great industry which had, so to spoak, 
just come to life again in thia country. 
Arriving hero 35 years ago, ho waa 
camped for the night where hia residence 
was at the present time, his companions 
all young men. Great credit had been 
justly given to-night to the pioneers, 
"They had done what they could for 
British Columbia. There was, however, 
much to be done yet, and the govern- 
ment must have boldness enough to 
carry out large works for the benclit of 
the country. A few years ago they were 
not in a poaitioa to do so much as they 
could with honesty do in the future. 
The mineral prospects were now being 
turned into mines, some paying very 
large dividends alreadjr and that gave 
some idea of what mining wonld be- 
come in a few years in the 
vast dietricta of the province. 
In addition they had the other indus- 
tries spoken of by Senator Templeman. 
The development of the mines could not 
fail to aid in developing the other re- 
Bources. They would help the farmer, 
in the first place. Farmers were now 
able to sell their products at a fair price, 
and thia was largely due, no doubt, to 
tlie assiatanco that had been given 
by the local houae in the past 
few yeara. Ho referred partly to legis- 
lation to pronioti^ the co-operation of the 
farmers. Tiiis was bearing good fruit 
now. Ho believed Britisli Columbia 
could produce all it needed in tliis line. 
The timber industry had not been in a 
healthy conditioafor a number of yeara 
owing to local conditions and the gen- 
eral depreasion. The industry now gave 
promise of reviving, for a large home de- 
mand was growing and the demand from 
outside would also increase. In lisheries 
we iiad the same chance of becoming as 
great as tliey had growii in the lOiist. 
( Api)lau3e.) 

Mr. li, Dallas Helmcken, ilC, M.P. 
P., reei)onding for the local legielature 
Bpolce happily of the fact that Britiah 
Columbia was attracting people irom the 
Kaat, and in alluding to the mining in- 
dustry hoped that a mint would be estab- 
lished her«. 

Mayor Jiedferti obligingly sang the old 
Cariboo song, "The Old Pack Mule," to 
the general satififaction.

DONALD'S DAY OVEE, 

Abandoned as a Divisional Point to the Ad 
vantage of Golden and Revelstoke. 

The authorities of the C.P.R., according 
to the East Kootenay Miner, have all bin 
finallv lixed upon Field as tlie new divi 
aioiuil point, itistcnil ol" Donald, whicli wil 
be aljandoned. It was hoped at one tirue 
tlial Ciolden would be aelected from its im- 
portance, lieing at the licad ol" navitratioii 
oi" the I'pper Columbia river, anil tlio 
chief town m East Kootenay. There were 
liowover, dillicuUies in the way. Tlie com 
pnny do not own any land or water right 
in or near Golden, and all these 
would recjuire to be acquired fo 
tlie works for the new divisiona 
point. Tlic chief drawiiack wn.-i the 
liability of tlie .station, sheds and shops 
beinK flooded by n sudden uprisiiur of tlie 
tlic KickiuK Horse river. This is now being 
experienced. The low line of rails and 
switch east of the water tank are now Hood- 
ed. This makes shunting dilHcult and 
dangerous, as cars are apt to become de 
railed. Tlie present workshops at Donald 
will bo removed to Kevelstoke, where now 
workshops and stables are now being built 
in a substantial manner, of brick. The 
company has plenty of land there, which it 
can utilize for its increased buildings. The 
cliaiifio from Donald to Kevelstoke is now 
poiiig on and will be finally accomplished 
in the course, of next yeai\ 

.Vt Field there are already extensive 
sheds and stables for the big mountain 
loconiolive.s anil not much enlargement 
will be reipiired. The engines will be 
changed at Field and Revelstoke, distant 
from each other 180 miles, and this run 
covera both the passes and suinniits in 
the Rookies and Selkirks . Field is near the 
summit of the Kicking Horse Pass in the 
Rockies, and Glacier House is near the 
j^ummit of Rogers' Pass in the Selkirks. 
The run through will be done by the big 
niuuntain locomotives.

CONDITIONS AT DAWSON. 

While Food Is Scarce Actual Starvation 
Not Looked For— The Season's 
Prospecting. 

A letter from A. B. Thompson to a 
friend in Seattle, written at Dawson City 
on November 14 and brbnght out by Jack 
Dalton's party, gives the lollowini; inter- 
eating particularB of the conditiona 
there : 

" Warmer weather is now prevailing, 
and the river has cleared again. People 
who are abort of provisions are aelling 
out and going down the river by hun- 
dreds, and I notice that the ' grub ' 
situation haa been considerably relieved. 
Still .$1 a pound ia the prevailing price for 
Buppliea. The shortage in candles will 
be a great aet-back to the working of the 
dieetnga' this -winter, and , thia, together 
W»n the shortage in food supplies, will 
make a diiTerence of not leaa than 
$8,000,000 or $4,000,000 in tho output of 
this district this winter. Candles are 
now worth and selling for ifl apiece. 
Prices of everything are in the skies. 
Fur caps are worth $25, moccasins from 

to .flO, mitts the Bame, a window of 
six small lights $25 to $50, padlocks $20 
apiece, stoves that coat $G in Juneau 
sell for $40, sleds $25, etc. Wood 
is worth $30 per cord. Horses which 
sold readily for $500 apiece are now 
being butchered and aold for 75 cents 
per pound. It is being bought for dog 
feed. Dogs are scarce, and sell readily 
for $150 apiece. 

" Two sawmills have been runningand 
at the present time people cannot get 
lumber to finish their houses. Any kind 
of a cabin rents for $50 per month, and a 
good cabin 18x20 near by rents for $100 
per month. Several minera' meetings 
have been held to discuss the food ques- 
tion, and a careful estimate made by the 
government ofBcials and transportation 
companies fix the number of people here 
at 7,000, and a food supply auflicient for 
only one-half of them, so that the gov- 
ernment, tho companies and everybody 
with supplies have been urging and 
helping unprovided people to go down 
the river. My personal opinion ia that 
there will be some sufTering, but that 
proviaiona are not ao scarce aa ia gener- 
ally reported. There is plenty of men 
here who think that hnndreda of men 
w:'' die of starvation before spring in 
this vicinity, but I cannot believe it is 
that serious. There ia atill a possibility 
that there will be one or more boats up 
yet if the river remains open for a week 
or two. 

" We have spent the summer in pros- 
pecting and chasing over the hills with 
Btampeders. From this place there haa 
been a continuous saccession of stam- 
pedes during the summer and fall. Fer- 
hapa 30 or more new creeka and gulches 
have been staked and recorded .within a 
radius of sixty miles, some of them have 
quite good prospects and some of them 
have little or none. Little will be known 
of the value of the new creeka before 
spring. We have secured interests on 
Bonanza, which I believe are quite valu- 
able, also one on Quartz Greek, by pnr- 
chase. We have also made four loca- 
tions, two of which at least promise well. 
It is eatimated that there will be be- 
tween 500 and 1,000 more leave here for 
the outside in about six weeks because 
their supplies are not sufhcient to last 
them until next June. People are arriv- 
ing daily from the outside, some with 
plenty of sapplies and some are short."

The steamship Tacoma, of the N. P. 
flag, surprised her agents and all others 
interested- in her by her arrival at the 
outer wharf shortly before 3 yesterday 
morning — almost 24 hours before she 
was counted fully due. She had left 
Hongkong 011 November 9; Shanghai 
five days later; Moji on November 18; 
and Yokohama November,23 — three days 
behind the steamer for San Francisco. 
Light head winds were experienced on 
the passage across, variable breezes af- 
terwards prevailing until the Ist instant, 
when the meridian was crossed in lati- 
tmle-lON. On December 2 and 3 the 
barometer fell to 28. 3S, when it blew 
stitl' from N.E. to E.N.E. Thence to 
Cape Flattery, westerly winds andover- 
caut weather was the rule. The Tacoma 
coniea this time in the charge of now 
officera, her commander now being Cap 
tain A. Dixon, late chief ofScer of the 
Victoria; John Alwin, late second of 
fleer ot the Victoria is now theTacoma's 
chief, and Mr. Makepeace Ridley (newly 
appointed), second officer. There haa been 
no change in the purser's oflico, the al 
ways obliging and thoroughly compe- 
tent R. G. Macdonald atill discharging 
the duties of thia poaition. On the pre- 
sent run tbe Tacoma had but two aa 
loon paseengers — Mrs. Woodsworth for 
San Francisco, and Mr. James Stewart, 
en route for Scotland. There were also, 
in the second cabin, Mr. T. J. Parry for 
Victoria, and Mr. J. J. Himmell for Ta- 
coma; and in the steerage, ten Chinese 
and eleven Japa for Victoria, with seven 
teen of the former and thirteei: of the 
latter for Tacoma. The ship brought 
mails and a lull general cargo, of which 
upwarda of 200 tons waa discharged here. 
Since the departure of the San Francis- 
co steamer there had been no sensational 
news developing in Japan, the chief 
topic of conversation at the time of the 
Tacoma's sailing being the anticipated 
failure of the rice crop — which will na 
turally stimulate the export trade in 
American cereal products. 

THE WRECK OP THE " ANNIE C. MOORE 

The report of the Port Townsend 
Branch Hydrographic office, quoted yea 
terday, with respect to a new danger to 
navigation in the Lynn canal, appears 
to bo Bomewiiat at fault, tlio obstruction 
not being in tbe nature of a rock, but, as 
reported by Captain W'albran, of the 
(iuadra, the wreck of the burned acliooner 
Annie G. Moore. The hulk of thia un- 
lucky craft still lies in William Henry 
bay, and will continue to jeopardize the 
safety of all vesaels entering this much- 
frequented body of water until destroyed 
l)y the United Sfatea authorities. Ad- 
miralty chartB2 l31 and 2462 are affected. 
The aame charts are affected by a mag- 
netic deviation in Chilkoot inlet, thus 
referred to in bulletin No. 60 of the Brit 
iah Columbia Hydrographic Notes, which 
may be quoted as followa: "Captain 
J. T. Walbran, of the D.G.S. Quada, re 
ports that when passing Battery Point, 
Chilkoot inlet, Lynn canal, Alaska, at a 
distance of one and a half cablea, a mag- 
netic deviation of fully two pointa to the 
westward waa noticed on the northward 
course, and the comijaaa remained in a 
disturbed state until Portage cove waa 
abeam. On the trip aoathnard the 
deviation waa leaa, aboat one point. 

TtlE AIISENT " I'ELICAN." 

One of the anxious inquiries made of 
those just arrived from the Orient on the 
steamahip Tacoma, waa whether any- 
thing bad been seen of the long over due 

sister liner, thesteaniahip Pelican, which 
left the .Sound in October last with 
1, 100,000 ffict of tiea for China. That the 
Pelican's case is a parallel one for the 
memorable Strathuevia experience of 
two years ago, seems now an almost cer 
tainty, but remarkable beyond thia ia the 
fact that on the very same day of the 
month, October 12, as the latter sailed 
in 1895, the former departed. Those 
knowing the immense size and stability 
of the craft in her every joint, 
generally scoff the fanciful pic- 
ture Bomo few draw of her destruc- 
tion. They believo that no R'^a could 
aink her with such a cargo. They say 
that there ia no tolling e.xactly for what 
length of time she is provisioned, and 
tliey firmly believo that in course of 
time the bis; freighter will tarn up all 
well. The Strathuevia, aa will be re- 
membered, was out for 73 days when dis- 
covered not far from land, minus a pro- 
poUor. The Peli(Mi) is notout ijuite that 
long yet, and there is every possibility 
that she will again re-appear. 

IN DISTRESS. 

Ripnals of (ii -ftrosa Hont out from the 
Britihh Hliip Senator notified mariners 
along the front at an early hour ycHter- 
day iiiieruoon of the dangerous predica- 
ment in which a new arrival in the 
Koyal Roads found horaolf. The Senator, 
Captain Ilarria, hag juat arrived from 
Dolagoa Bay for orders, having sailed up 
the Straits yesterday morning without 
aeaiatance. She dropped anchor close 
by the Esquimalt lighthouse and waa 
not long at her mooringa until a heavy 
swell and strong south-easter carried her 
beyond the beacon ahoreward. The po- 
aition waa extremely perilous and the 
skipper, realizing the ship's jeopardy, at 
once flow his signala. In response a re- 
lief party from H.M.8, Pheasant imme- 
diately put out to his aid. The tugs 
Maude and Sadie also went to her as- 
sistance, and after some hard pullitigthe 
vsHsel was brought' to safer moorings 
within Esquimalt harbor. The difficulty 
of the undertaking waa occasioned, it ia 
said, through the anchors of the Senator 
being caught. The ownera of the local 
steamboats will, it ia understood, claim 
salvage, 

«.ULINCi nnUiCTIONH h'On CHATHAM STRAIT. 

In an official bulletin juat issued by 
the Canadian Departmentof Marine and 
Fisheries, Captain Walbran auggeate the 
following directions for veaaoia bound 
northwards through Chatham strait, 
which is not surveyed : From a position 
ouo-quarter of a mile south of Cape De- 
cision steer N. 84 deg. W. (N. 5(5 deg. W. 
true) 7 miles (Cape Ommanoy on thia 
course will be slightly on the pgrt bow) 
and then alter courao north S7 deg. W, 
(N. deg. W. true), which will lead 



clear up the strait for aboat 76 miles, 
untll Lall Point is abaft the bebm. This 

courae will pass Yasha Island about 2>o 
miles distant and Point Gardiner 2 miles. 
Russian Reef does not lie where shown 
on chart P. D., but on a line drawn be- 
tween Caution Point and Distant Point, 
3)2 miles from the former point. This 
is well out of the general track of navi- 
gation. The reef lies in a W.N.W. 
direction and is about % mile long. 
This notice afifecta admiralty charts 
KoaV 24S1 and 2463. The master of the 
Quadra also announces that a anag 
showing 16 feet above water is fast to 
the bottom in 16 fathoms water in the 
middle of Grenville Channel near Gib- 
son Island. From the snag the south 
end of Bloxham Island bears N. 72 deg. 
W. (N. 45 deg. W. true) distant 2 miles. 
Two cablea westward of the snag there ia 
a depth of 18 fathoms and 2):< cables 
eastward 55 fathoms, muddy bottom. 
Thia notice affects admiralty charts Nos. 
1001, 1923a and 2480.
